I have listed these requests in what I con- 
sider their order of importance. 


During the past year it has been necessary 
for the school to re-open the 2 dormitories on the 
upper floor which had not been used for a number of 
years. These rooms badly need decorating and new 
floors as requested. 
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The sewing room and the north-east class 
room also are in need of re-decorating as nothing 
has been done to them for a number of years. The 
table and benches in the children's dining room are 
also in poor condition and I believe Miss McCready, 
the dietician, may also have recommended that they 
be replaced from a Sanitary view point. 


Affairs. 
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In regard to the potatoe peeling machine, 
this would appear to be a reasonable request as they 
have about an average of 175 to feed and peeling 
potatoes by hand for this number takes a lot of time 
which could be used to better advantage in other ways. 
The washing machine requested for the laundry is also 
recommended. At the present time, if they wish to 
wash a few dish towels or something of that kind they 
have to turn on the big machines in the leundry and 
require the services of the engineer and the matron 
to oversee the work, 


In regard to painting the residences and 
barns, this of course can be delayed if funds are 
not available, however, the painting is very badly 
needed.

On Monday night Oct. 25 about eight o'clock smoke was noticed 
coming from the laundry and when the door was opened a blaze of quite 
large proportions was discovered. After a two hour fight the flames were 
subdued and it was found that apparently the fire head started in a cup- 
board containing soaps and other laundry materials. We were actually at 
a loss to determine its real cause but judging by the charred end blackened 
appearance of the wall and ceiling the wooden cupboard contained the start 
of the difficulty. The flames got a good hold on the ceiling and holes 
had to be cut through the flat upper roof to fight the blaze. 


The children in the meantime had all been slerted and dressed 
and were standing in the corridors of the main building awaiting the out- 


come of the fight. 


The fire was happily confined to the laundrynbut considerable 
damage was done. The ceiling will need extensive repairs and all the 


belting on the machinery was destroyed while the electric wiring for the 


whole school was interfered with.¢ I was unable of course to get in touch 
with you but reported the matter to your office on Tuesday morning and 


also phoned Mr. Gooderham) 


I was compelled to deal immediately with the electrical 
problem in order to carry on the regular work of the school and because 
the fused wiring was threatening further trouble and I also ordered 
belting for the machines because without the belts it was quite impossible 
to tell what damage if any hed been done to the machinery. I am not 4s 
yet able to report on this matter. 


In conversation with Mr. Battle in Calgary he advised that 
any further repairs should await the consent of Ottawa.

Dear Sir: 


On Monday night Oct. 25 about eight o'clock smoke 
was noticed coming from the laundry and when the door was 
opened a blaze of quite large proportions was discovered. 
After a two hour fight the flames were subdued and it was 
found that a, parently the fire had started in a cupboard 
containing soaps and other laundry materiale. We are actually 
at a loss to determine its real cause but judging by the 
charred and blackened appearance of the wall and ceiling 

the wooden cupboard contained the start of the difficulty. 

Tne flames got a good hold on the ceiling and holes had 
to be cut through the flat upper roof to fight the blaze.

I was compelled to deal immediately with the electrical 
problem in order to carry on the regular work of the 

school and because the fused wiring was threatening 

further trouble and I also ordered belting for the machines 
because without the belts it was quite igpossible to tell 
what damage if any had been done to the machinery. I am 

not as yet able to report on this matter, 


In conversation with Mr. Battles in Calgery he 
advised that any further repgirs should await the 
consent of Ottawa. At present I would judge the amount of 
damage to be $350 to the laundry while the school lost $500 
worth of clothing. Copy of letter is going forward to 
Calgary office.

I do not think that public opinion would exactly agree 
with the lessening of vigilance at a place like this and I do 
not think that the Provincial laws will much longer tolerate 
conditions at our Institution that are so obviously sub standard 
judged by other buildings. 


May I request again that an adequate water reserve system 
be provided, either over or in the attic, that all exits be 
equipped with panic bolts, that the fire escapes be made 
usable instead of as at present, just ugly pieces of iron work 
fastened to the building. 


In the meantime I would request that the payment of 
Forty dollars a month be continued for that after all is the 
only real protection we have, with little water and useless 
exits. Two hundred and eighty dollars does not seem too 
large a sum with the lives of one hundred and fifty children 
in the balance.

I have yours of recent date re salary of night watchman 
at Edmonton Indian School. 


I am somewhat amazed at what is said because it reveals 
such a lack of knowledge of what this building is really like. 
No school anywhere is likely to be more of a death trap than 
this if fire really gets going. Just a few months ago, a fire was 
discovered by the alertness of the night watchman, that could 
easily have destroyed the whole place. Its origin is not 
known but it was only put out with extreme difficulty. 


It might be well if you and ur. Gooderham were consulted 
before there is any thought of cutting off the small pittance 
that is now given. You, at least know what the situation is 
while the writer very evidently knows nothing except the 
financial obligation. 


It would be very wise to call the attention of the Dept. 
to the vi and recommendation of the Provincial Fire 
Inspector made in the fall of 1946. Nothing has been done to 
remedy the main faults of that time. The water supply is useless 
to meet any size blaze. If the fire is not fow and controlled 
in a few minutes the case is hopeless. There is tr le of 
water in the attic, a few minutes supply on the top floor and 
so it goes. 


The fire escape are antiquated and useless. In winter, 
the children have to climb out through windows three feet from 
the floor, then down a frozen pole to the ground, many feet 
below. 


Instead of saving a few doliars what is needed is the 
spending of many to modernize this place and enabie the staff 
to sleep at night without being afraid that their charges may 
be fried by morning.

Water is supplied from a drilled well 180 feet deep, in 
which the water rises 75 feet, The hole is steel cased with 6 
inch casing at the bottom and 8 inch at the top. It is drilled 
through sedimentary strata containing hardpan and mumerous coal seams, 
An electrically-operated Myer's pump produces a flow of 25 to 40 
gallons per minute to two 1200 gallon pressure tanks in which a 
pressure of 25 = 45 pounds per Square inch is maintained, This is 
the only storage provided and there is not sufficient fire protection 
Since the well will not produce water at a sufficient rate to main=

The Principal, the Rev. Mr J.F- “ oodsworth 
informs me that owing to the fact that most of the big boys who 
were attending his school have left and as he did not have a staff 
large enough to work all the land under cultivation he found it 
necessary to make some arrangements last year to ensure having 
sufficient feed for the school stock and also to keep the land 
under cultivation, after giving the situation careful thought he 
decided that the best thing to do would be to rent part of the 
land on a crop share pasis.X On April Ist, 1934 Mr Woodsworth drew 
up an agreement with a Mr William Davidson and a Mr Alfred Latimer 
of Edmonton, to rent 275 acres on @ crop share basis, both of 
these men are farmers living near the school, the agreement with 
Mr Davidson and Mr Latimer was that the school management should 
have full contro&l over the land rented, having the rights to 
stipulate what crops should be grown each year and how much should 
be summer fallowed. The school management to furnish one half of 
all seed required, purchase one half of the binder twine and pay 
one half of the cost of threshing, and retain the right to buy 
all the grain these two men would have for sale out of their share 
of the crop, also all their share of the green feed, and the 
school to reweive two thirds of the straw. The agreement also 
calls for the school threshing outfit to be used to thresh the 
grain, this being done to quard against any weed seeds being 
carried on the land. Mr Woodsworth informed me that the school

It ie expressed as being "to maintain and hold 
good from the 18th day of April 1934 to the 1ath day of

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last year only about 15 acres of land was withdrawn and worked by 
the school, so that you may say the agreement covered 300 acres 

of cultivated land. The parties of the second part were to supply 
one-half of the twine for harvesting the grain and the green-feed 
and pay one-half of the threshing expenses computed on the bushel- 
age threshed and the current rates, the reasin fir this being that 
the school owned the threshing outfit, separatoe and tractor, and 
stipulated that the expenses of the threshing should be the regular 
threshing charges and not the mere out-of-pocket expenses. The 
parties of the second part were to do all the work, including 
cutting, stooking and stacking as well as putting the crop in and 
keeping it free from weeds, etc. etc., and were to receive one-half 
of the green-feed and threshed grain. The school was to supply all 
the seed-grain & one-half of the twine used in the harvest operat- 
ions for grain and green-feed and was to receive one-half of all 
green-feed and threshed grain. The school was also to receive two- 
thirds of all straw and the parties of the second part the remaining 
one-third. This is the essence of the agreement except that there 
is a final clause that the parties are entering upon it with good 
will and with the idea of mutual cooperation. 


The facts as I have them are that the school not 

having a sufficient number of large boys to work the farm in 1934, 
Mr. Woodeworth got in touch with Davideon and Latimer or with one 
of them, and himself put the proposition up to them. They did not 
seek it. I understand they worked the lands very carefully and 
faithfully last year; but as a result of the frost the proceeds 
gave them little better than very poor wages if it gave them that 
muche They were counting on making any profit from the operations 
of this land this year and next. 


On the 18th of this month, that is the very day on 
which the second year commenced, Mr. Christianson saw them and 
told them they would have to vacate the lands as Mr. Woodseworth 
had no authority to enter into the agreement and that the agree- 
ment was therefore null and void. They accordingly consulted me. 
Latimer is the son of a very old client of my firm, very respect- 
able people, and Davidson seems to be an equally respectable and 
reliable man. It is extremely hard on them now to take the stand 
that Woodsworth was without authority. Surely the situation might 
have been known and should have been known long ago, some time 
last year, and reasonable notice given to them even assuming that 
wWoodeworth had no authority and that the contract is void. 


In that event and assuming that the Department did 
nothing which would have the effect of holding out Woodsworth 
as its agent, Davidson and Latimer would have an action against 
Woodeworth and possibly against the school authorities; but they do 
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not wish to take this course and I certainly shall not advise 
them to. Under the circumstances, however, would it not be 
possible to let the contract run this year at least, even if it 
is not allowed to run its whole term. As time is pressing I 
should be glad if you could give the matter immediate consider- 
ation and wire me the result. Meantime I have advised the two 
men that they should not be asked to take Mr. Christianson's 

mere word that the contract is null and void. That is a question 
of law depending on all the facts and neither I nor they yet have 
anything like all the facts.

Dear Mr. Christianson: 


I enclose herewith a document signed by the men David- 
son and Latimer who were interested in the farming agreement of 
last year. Since I saw you a fresh development has taken place: 
Some days after you were here, and before we were able to get to= 
gether, these two men took the matter to AeU.G.Bury, Ke C., of Ed~ 
monton, the federal member for East Edmonton. They explained the 
matter to him, gave him a copy of the agreement and had him send 
it to Ottawa. He also sent a telegraw to Ottawa, protesting against 
the action of the Department, and trying to have them reinstated in 
working the land. At first they would have nothing to do with me, 
or consider a settlement such as was proposed when you were here. 
They also apparently disregarded the closing of the matter which 
they agreed upon, th you as witness, but were trying to open up 
the whole matter again. However I told them they would not be able 
to make any headway and would lose ohe chance of any settlement which 
I was then prepared to make. They at last came to see me and I gave 
them $200.00 apiece, as per statement. In consideration of all 
their plans, their actual loss, and our good name in the community 
I felt it better to make a settlement rather than have complica- 
tions. They told Mr. Bury of their settlement and he is wiring 
Ottawa to take no further action in the matter. It is just poss- 
ible however that you may hear more about it from Ottawa, so thought 
I would tell you about it so that you would know what was going one 
I do not like parting with $400.60 but they might have stuck for 
less, and stirred up a lot of fuss, and now that the original 
agreement has been set aside I think it better to be clear of 
them in every Way. 


I may sey that I have followed your suggestion and 
hired a man to work the land under our direction. o things may 
be much better for us in the fall than if we were complicated with 
neighbours. 


Things at the school are normal and we are now getting 
on the land. I expect on Monday our new man will come to work. 


t I have written to Mri Beaton suggesting that the com~ 
mission spend a day with you in Calgary. They will be with me 
on May 14th.

With reference to your memorandum of 
June 13th, file 110-0-9, Vol.2, the plan of the 
reilway spur line from the Northern Alberta 
Railway through Section 12, Tp. 54-25-4, has been 
examined here and recorded under number R.R.3046 
in the Indien Affairs survey records. ‘Two blue 
prints of it are herewith for your file. 


Also enclosed is a suggested draft 
memorandum to Council recommending the transfer 
of the lands in the spur right of way to the 
Department of transport, as requested in your 
memorandum of December 8th, 1943 (folio 49). 


You will please note that your file does 
not show that payment for the right of way has as 
yet been made, and that in the Suggested draft 
memorandum to Council reference is made only as to 
the sum of money that is to be peid.

Inspector in the St.Albert district where the above land is 
located,took me over to look over the above mentioned prop- 
erty,as he had found that the farmers in the immediate vi¢inity 
were complaining that they were unable to keep their farms clean 
on account of the Noxious Weeds being neglected on the above 
mentioned land,and that the said weeds were blowing on to their 
lands. 

Upon inspecting the above mentioned lands I was 
astonished at the extreme pollution of Sow and Canada thistles 
on this land;The condition that exists on the said lands being 
worse then any thing I had seen during twelve (12) years in the 
work of Weed Inspector. 


I made it my duty of sceing Dr.Woodsworth, and he 


assured me that he would have the agent from the Winterburn 
reservation,Mr.Faunt,out to look over the situation. 


I finally arranged a meeting of the above mentioned 
gentlemens and had Mr.Mathers,Weed Supervisor from the Alberta 
Provincial Government and the party of us all met at the Indian 
residential school on August 13th,last and after an inspection 
of this land,we had a conference on the matter. 


J.Harrold whom rents this land was also present 


and it was agreed that drastic measures would have to be taken 
to control the weeds,which would require at leastafive (5) year 
plan of crop rotation and summer-fallow. 


: Our District Agriculturist,J.M.Fontaine,B.S.A. in 
his usual whole hearted and efficient manner got to work on 
this plan and now I can present it to you with a strong recom-

When passing through idmonton last August, I went 
out to look at the fields with Acting Indian Agent Faunt, who 
had mentioned to me the dirty condition they were in. I in= 
structed “r. Faunt to report fully to the Branch as it was 
obvious the lessee was not working the land properly, and only 
37 acres of summerfallow had been done, which at the time re= 
quired further cultivation. 


On the 8th instant, while in sdmonton, 1 took this 
matter up with Rev. Mr. Woodsworth, the Principal, and Mr. Feunt 
together: Both agreed that the work of seeding 80 acres to fall 
rye in the autumn was not well done, and not in accordance with 
the instructions given the lessee. 


I recommend that the lease agreement with Mre JG. 
Harrold be cancelled at once, -=« (I understand this has to be 
done before February 15th, next.) == and that Acting Indian 
Agent Faunt be authorized and instructed to arrenge with some= 
one else to take over the land for a three-year period -~ 1946= 
47 and =48; and that a proper rotation of crops and summerfallow 
be planned, and mentioned in the agreementy the School to receive 
one-third share of the crope Reve Mr. Woodsworth says that they 
(the School Staff) are not equipped to work this land, and he

last, and our letter of the 7th instant, even comers wate ons 
closures: I beg to report that I intended leaving here on the 
evening of the 6th instant for Rocky Mountain House, and from 
there proceed to Edmonton, but unfortunately I was put to bed 
by the Doctor on the P.M. of Sunday, the 6th, with a very bad 
attack of 'Flu, which kept me there for a few days, and left me 
somewhat week afterwards, for which reason I did not go to ‘ 
Edmonton until the 22nde 


On the 24th instant, together with Mr. J.T. Faunt, 
Acting Indien Agent, we met Mr. J.G. Harrold in Edmonton, when 
he handed to Mr. Faunt a statement of his claim for expenses 
incurred for seeding 80 acres to Fall Rye and summerfellowing 
37 acres in 1945. I told Mr. Harrold there and then, that I 
considered his claim quite high, and that he would no doubt be 
asked for receipted statements for certain charges made. 


We (Mr. Faunt and I) pointed out to him that he had 
previously said that the Rye seed had cost him $1.53 per bushel; 
bis reply was that he had had difficulty in finding this seed; 
that the grain he purchased was dirty, and he had to clean ite 
He also remarked that the price of Rye was now more then $2.00 
a bushels We also remarked to him that we considered the 
charges for trucking ($28.00) were highe 


Mr. Faunt also remarked that in his opinion the charge 
for harrowing was not 4 fair one. 


Mr. Faunt drew his attention to the fact that when he 
took the farm over in September, 1944, there were 182 acres of 
summerfallow; to this Harrold remarked that this was not good 
summerfallow; thet it had not been kept black by cultivation, 
and that weeds thereon were tall. He admitted seeding it in 
1945 without extra cultivation. Mr. Faunt remarked that these 
182 acres should offset the 37 acres he summerfallowed in 1945, 
and then some. 


To all this Harrold did not have much to say, other 
than that if his lease were cancelled, he would lose money, as 
he had ordered a new 24-run seed Drill. He said that he was 
willing (preferred) to harvest the 80 acres of Rye, as Rye was 
at a high price at present. 6 then remarked that he had not 
yet received notice of cancellation of his leasee 


I told him that a report would be made to the Branch 
of our interview, and that if they decided to cancel his contract, 
which was what we (Mr. Faunt and myself) had already recommended, 
he would receive notice, by mail, from Ottawa. This ended our 
interview with Mr. Harrolde 


(OVER) 
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We then met Rev. J.F. Woodsworth, Principal of the 
School, who is interested in this farm, as he receives one~ 
third share of all crops grown thereon by the lessee. The point 
I wanted to bring before Mr. Woodsworth was that any expenditure 
(payments) made to Mr. Harrold or 4 new tenant (Mr. Brabant) for 
100 acres of summerfallawing this year (1946), if paid by the 


Branch, should be refundable and paid from the proceeds of the 
School's share of the crope 


Rev. Mr. Woodsworth said he considered the amount of 
the claim (statement) submitted by Mr. Harrold to be excessive; 
he disagreed with the remark made to Mr. Faunt and myself by 
Harrold that the weeds were "high" on the summerfallow (182 acres), 


pointing out that Harrold head seeded it without any special 
cultivation. 


I then pointed out to Mr. Faunt and Rev. Mr. Woodsworth 
that if we allowed Harrold to retain his interest in the 80 acres 
of Rye during 1946, there should be a cut-off date set, at which 
time it should be decided whether to leave it grow and mature, or 
plow it under. Mr. Faunt- has stated that this Rye was poorly 
farmed, and he has very little hope that it will be a good crop 
because of the class of work done, unless we have a very fayour- 
able season next summere My reason for wanting a cut-off date is 
to enable us to cultivate (plow) this 80 acres and seed it to oats 
in proper time. I suggested consulting Mr. H.J. Mather, Super=- 
visor, Soil Conservation and Weed Control, for the Province, 
regarding this point as it would be well to have an independent 
and competent party make the decision.

Your letter of June 12th received. 


It is not a question of the Officials of the Department helping 
Jack. It is a question of the Dominion of Canada being fair and reasonable 
with a common, ordinery, every day citizen of Canada. 


At no time was there ever any complaint of any kind that Jack 
Harrold was not doing his best to keep ahead of the weeds, and when the writer 
of the letter to you says thet Jack Harrold was not complying with the terms 
of his lease, Jack does not know what he is talking about. No complaint was 
ever made that Jack was not fully carrying out the terms of his lease, nor was 
any complaint of any kind ever heard. 


I have hunted on this land for many years and know it all just 
like a book. I have never in my life seen a farm 80 badly infested with sow 
thistle. I defy any human being to walk through the push and open lend from 
the North to South where it is push land without being smothered with sow 
thistle. Now this is not on cultivated land and never has been cultivated, 
but I never in my life saw such @ crop of sow thistle. The farm is simply 
polluted and has been for years to the knowledge of the Superintendent of the 
School, the Weed Inspector, the Indian Agent and the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture. 


Finally lasf summer the Weed Inspector, the Supervisor under our 
Provincial Agricultural Service Board Act, the Indian Agent, Dr. Woodsworth, 


the principal of the School, . Mather of the Provincial Department of Agric- 
ulture and Jack Harrold met. It was then suggested thet the lease be extended 
for a period of six years rather than one year which it hed to run. 


The District Agriculturalist, the Weed Inspector, the Indien 
Agent and Dr. Woodworth set out a rotation of crops for Jack Harrold to follow 
for the remaining six years. One of the suggestions was that Jack was to pre- 
pare and seed down the 80 acres in question to rye, in addition to sunmerfal- 
lowing properly the 38 acres which he was then doing. This report wes to be

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nt down to Ottawa which I believe was done and the Officials in Ottawa have 
this report. 


Pursuant to this recommendation, Jack proceeded to complete the 
summerfallowing and to seed down the 80 acres to rye. 


The excuse the Indian Agent now gives is that Ottawa 4id not 
approve of the report and recomuendation and Jack took his chances without the 
approval of the authorities et Ottawa. Now what is the answer to this suggestion.’ 
Here it is: Ottawa moves very slowly. Jack arranged for his lease in March, 
1944, but never received the lease until November, 1944, after he had already put 
his erop in and harvested it. He fully expected the recommendation to be carried 
out by the Officials at Ottawa and had he waited for a reply, it probably would 
not have been received until November, 1946. 


Certainly had Jack Harrold realized or known that his lease was 
going to be cancelled, he certainly would not have gone to the expense of summer 
and keeping black 38 acres and preparing and seeding to rye the 80 acres in ques- 
tion. 


It may be that the attitude of the Officials of the Department 
is as mentioned in the memorandum to you, but I cannot believe that such is the 
attitude of the Government of Canada. It is ridiculous for the person sending 
you the memorandum to say the lease was first granted on September ist, 1944. 

It was not delivered until November, 1944, but the arrangements were made for the 
lease in the early Spring and Jack cropped the lend that season. 


There is not a farmer in Alberta who leases a farm on which the 
tenant has done summerfallowing and the owner by virtue of a clause in the lease 
to cancel in the event of sale but what makes a fair and reasonable allowance to 
his tenant for extra work done on the farm. 


I might add that in addition to sow thistles, Canadian thistles 
also abound and grow right in the bush so thick thet you simply cannot walk 
through it. In fact three years ago, I hed my little girl with me and she had 
to turn back because of thistles.

While at Edmonton School on Aug. 27th, I 
was advised by Mr. Staley that he had been approached 
by the Morinville Municipal District in regard to 
some a@sistance with a road which borders the west 
side of the school farm. As you no doubt know the 
road situation into the school is very bad during 
the winter and also during wet periods in summer, 
‘The roads are practically impassable st=gees=rt. 


The Municipal District are high grading and 
gravelling the road along Sturgeon River from St. 
Albert to 127th. St. The latter Street borders the 
Bast side of the school property and the proposed 
gravel rosd would pass along the north boundary of 
the school farm. 


There is a side road on the west side of the 
farm wh runs along the school property for approxi- 
mately 1 mile and passes the school gate. The munici- 
pality has offered to high-grade this road and gravel 
the hill where the road comes up from the river bottom 
if the department will pay the amount of $250.00 as 
a portion of the cost. In connection with the road 
to be gravelled I might say that the cost of this 
operation is borne equally by the municipality and 
the individual farmers whose property it runs through. 


The $250.00 they have asked for will not 
amount to one-half of the cost of the road past the 
west boundary of the property and they are not asking 
any contributions for the gravelling north of the pro- 
perty.

On January , 1951, the former Superintendent 
of Udueation wrote to the Reverend Dr. Dorey 48 follows: 


"I am also prepared to recoumend to the 
Director that an expenditure of $5,000.00 of school funds 
be authorized for the clearing of additional land for farn 
purposes.

Ina report on file 
110/25-1-753 dated June 15, 1949, I urged that this land be cleared 
and put into cultivation for schoo] purposes Mr, Regional Super- 
visor Gooderham countered on July 13, 1949, wit the suggestion 
that the land be leased & a outsider, but your -evious experience 
with leases at this school was not such as to encourage 4 resulp- 
tion of such procedures.

| There are about five boys at the Edmonton Indian 
Poetdential School who should not have been permitted to 
fleave the day school here. I strongly recommend that 
/they be sent back to Kitwanga. I understand that their 

arents also desire this. Three of the above are the sons of 

lallace Morgan, and the remaining two are Jeffry and James 
Fowler. 

I would further recommend that in future if Indian 
children have to be sent to a residential school from the 
Babine Agency they be sent to St. Michael's Alert Bay, and 
not to Edmonton. The parents are I am informed very 
angious that their children be not sent to Edmonton and 
from what I have seen lately I am very much afraid that 
to send B.C. children to Edmonton to mix with Indians of 
such a different environment is neither fair to the 
children themselves or a wise expenditure of money. 

Te school work is so different from our work in B.C. 

that the children are not able to take the same Grades 

on their return here. I do not believe that the Indian 
children sent to Alberta learn anything of the slightest use to 
them on the B.C. Reserves. 

I must also mention the case of MELBA WILITZU age 10 
Grade I who has no parents alive and is just being made 
a slave of by others. She should be a residential 
school, and recommend that an experiment be made and 
the child sent to St. Michael's if she can pass the medical 
tests and the Principal of St. Michael's will enter this 
recruiting field. 


IN FORWARDING THE ABOVE REPORT TO MAJOR D. M. MACKAY, 
INDIAN COMMISSIONER, MR. BARRY WRITES AS FOLLOWS: 


I may say that I am very unhappy with regard to the 
lack of progress made by the Indian pupils going to the 
residential school near Edmonton. I am told that the 
B.C, Indians are quite out of touch with various activities 
there as they are not considered by the Indians on the Alberta 
side of the Rocky Mountains as of the same stock. If 
children must be sent to a residential school, I certainly 
consider that Alert Bay would be the most suitable. 
The Indian parents are complaining of the long distance 
to Edmonton, and the fact that they do not see their 
children in some cases for years. The whole system of 
4instruction at Edmonton appears to be different to that 
followed in British Columbia, and I would ask you to support 
my recommendation if you can see your way to do so.

I beg to report that on September Ist, 1938 Margaret 
Sharphead granddaughter of John Sharphead No.I88 Enoch Band, 
was admitted into the Edmonton Residential School, her applicat=- 
ion for admission shows her religion as Protestant and was 
signed by John Sharphead as father. Her admission was authorized 
by Departmental letter NoeII0-0-10 of November 2nd, 19386 


I am now in receipt of a letter from the Reverend Sister 
Superior, Principal, Youville Residential School stating that 
having been informed that this child was of Catholic decent she 
had made research to ascertain the fact and that evidence has 
come in the form of a baptismal certificate, a copy being sent 
to me and is attached heretoe 


For the information of the Department I beg to report that 
upon receipt of this letter I have interviewed John Sharphead 
and have obtained the following information; this is an ellegiti- 
mate child, the father was William Ward No.I96 Enoch Band, and 
the mother Eliza Stony step-daughter of John Sharphead, the child 
was raised by Sharphead and is paid Treaty under his ticket, 
the mother afterwards married a half-breed by the name of Charlie 
Norwest, but the child was left with Sharphead. The mother is 
still in Treaty and paid under Ticket No.2I4 Enoch Band. 


When I took over the duties of Indian Agent at this Agency 
I was always led to beleive that this child was John Sharpheads' 
daughter, she was born on March I2th, I989and in 1929 was paid 
Treaty under John Sharphead's Ticket, the notation in the Treaty 
pook being"girl born" this payment was made by Mr Geo,H.Race 
who was Indian Agent at this Agency at that time. 


John Sharphead was a Protestant but turned Roman Catholic, 
he was himself educated at the Red Deer Residential School and 
it is his wish that Margaret be educated at the Edmonton 
Residential School. The Reverend Sister Superior states that it 
is her duty to claim for this child her rights and that the child 
is entitled to a Catholic education under the Indian Act. 


It is quite true that the father William Ward is a Roman 
Catholic but he did not do anything towards raising the child 
and John Sharphead respectfully asks that the child be educated 
in the Edmonton Residential School.

As pointed out in the circular letter the 
Department realizes that frequently there are reasons 
for keeping certain children after they reach the 
age of 16 but at the same time the consent of the 
Superintendent General (Minister) must be obtained. 


I may add that in the past the Department 
has been favourably disposed to allowing certain pupils, 
especially girls, to remain in residential schools after 
they reach the age of 16 if good reasons for such action 
are given by the Principal and approved by the Indian 
Agent. However, in view of the fact that the number of 
children of school age is apparently increasing and 
the further consideration that due to the conditions 
now confronting us there is no immediate prospect of 
our securing funds to provide increased pupilage at 
Indian residential schools, it is considered that in 
future it will be necessary to adhere more strictly to 
the provision of the Indian Act requiring discharge 
of pupils at 16 years of age.

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I feel you will agree with me that it is 
not fair to deprive children of education simply 
because the accommodation that might be available 
for them in 4 residential school is being used by 
those who have had the advantage of residential

Until further advised you should make arrange- 
ments for the discharge of pupils when they reach 
the age of 16 unless there are some very exceptional 
circumstances and in this event full particulars should 
be given to the Department and our permission obtained 
pefore such pupils reach the age of 16.

I have your letter of 23rd Inst. No.I10-0-10 in reference 
to eight girls, pupils of this school who are here over the age of 
I6 years. 

In regard to the closing paregraéph of your letter I may say 
that the eight girls mentioned in your letter can be discharged 
from school the end of thie coming June. It is at this time that 
we have our closing exercises when pupils who have attuined the age 
required are honourably discharged. I trust this errangement is 
satisfactory to The Department. 

Of course there is the larger question of education which 
I have been trying for years to carry out in this school. With our 
Vocational objective in mind I feei that the best years thet a boy 
or girl puts in av school where such a program exists, is between 
the ages of 16 and 18 or over. I have regretted the tendency 
during the last few yeers to discharge children at 16 years of sage. 

As you probably know, my problem is not with overcrowding 
of young children. I weuld like to see more come along. You will ne

Dear Mr. Woodsworth: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
February 28, written by you in reply to Mr. Phelan's 
communication dated February 25, 1940. 


It is noted that the eight girls referre 
to by Mr. Phelan can be discharge? from your school at 
the end of the present academic year. 


I find it exceedingly difficult to adjust 
the educational policy of the Department to the war 
conditions now confronting us. The Indien school 
population of Canada is increasing at the rate of anprox- 
imately 500 pupils per annum. Despite this fact, I have 
no assurance at this date that we shall be able to 
proceed with our regular building program at any time 
throughout the duration of the war. If this building 
program is suspended, our educational institutions 
already in operation are likely to be taxed to the utmost 
to accommodate the steadily increasing school population. 
I feel, therefore, that our first duty is to the pupils 
ranging in age between 7 and 16. Should money be avail- 
able at any time in the immediate future to proceed with 
our regular buildine program, the educational period of 
a number of our brighter pupils at resicential schools 
might be extended. 
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Indian Affairs. 
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I am somewhat disturbed at the information 
that has reached me with respect to the location of your 
Edmonton school and the difficulty experienced in recruit- 
ing pupils. The Indian agent, in a lengthy letter dated 
February 15, states:- 


"The various points raised here were all 
brought up end discussed with Mr. Woodsworth 
at Edmonton". 


You are reasonably familiar with the tendency 
on the part of certain Indian parents to send their 
children to the Blue Quills school and the growing demand 
for the establishment of day schools on certain reserves. 
It is my personal opinion that these conditions are not 
likely to improve unless some attempt is made by the 
United Chureh or by the Department or by both to adjust 
them. I am frankly of the opinion that with a less 
efficient principal in charge of the school we would be 
at this date experiencing considerable difficulty in 
financing the institution, which fact in itself prompts 
me to think of the future. 


You might let me know if you have ever seriously 


considered -

valuable information to guide them in working out a 
worthwhile program, for this particular section of 
Alberta. I can «t the monent think of a number of 
steps that might be taken but I am not at all sure 
that these would be acceptable to the church author- 
ities. It seems to me very regrettable that the 
Edmonton school, a very costly institution insofar as 
its construction is concerned, was established in its 
present location.

As you are aware, Subsection 6 of Section 
10 of the Indian act provides that every member of the 
R.C.M.P. shall be a truant officer to carry out the 
sections of the Indian Act. 


I also direct your attention to Subsection 
4 of Section 10. A member of the R.C.M-eP. should be 
requested to notify Hunter that his children must be 
returned to the Edmonton School at once. If, after 
three days, Hunter has not complied the R.C.M.P. may 
arrest the children without a warrant and convey them 


to the Edmonton School.

I note that you quote the contents of your 
letter of January $0, 1941. Our records do not indicate 
that this letter reached the Department. 


The information that we have on hand re- 
garding the two girls mentioned is as follows: 
No. 0113, Mary steinhauer of Saddle Lake -- entered 
October 16, 1929, at age of 7 years. She is now 17% 
years of age- On February 25, 1940, we advised you that 
she was over 16 years of age and in June, 1940, you agreed 
to her discharge. A certificate of honourable discharge 
was forwarded for her on February 28, 1940. We cannot 
find any record of your having applied for her to remain 
in the Edmonton Sehool for another year. However, as you 
consider it advisable to keep her grant will be allowed 
for her until June SO, 1941. You should advise me on 
thet date whether you intend to discherge her or you wish 
her to stay for 4 further period. In the latter event 
your reasons for 80 desiring should be stated. 


No. 0207, Rema Bull of Saddle Lake -~ entered September 1, 
1957, at the age of 13. She is now 17 years of age. Grant 
will also be allowed for her until June SO, 1941, at which 
time she should be discharged unless you wish her to 
remain.

neighbours have ed that she keeps a good home and is 

quite able to care for the two children I would recommend that 
they be allowed to stay home and attend the local school, 

with the understanding that Mrs Gouchier pays all school taxes 
and any other expenses. \rs Gouchier informe in her letter 
dated July 5th, I94I that she was receiving e0O per month 
from the Dependents Allowance Board since her husband enlisted 
in the Army.

You should 
make @ ments for his immediate return to the 
Youville Residential School. 


Careful consideration has been given to 
your report on the application for the admission 
of Percy Lapotac. It is extremely doubtful if he 
is eligible for admission to the Edmonton School 
on religious grounds. However, the Department is 
not prepared to make a definite decision in this 
matter at the present time. As the boy is only 
6 years of age, and in view of the difficulty 
that has arisen regarding his religious status, 
he should be returned to his guardian immediately. 
It would be interesting to know when his parents 
died and on whose authority Lapotac became the 
guardian of the boy.

I beg to report that I have received a complaint 
from Kev. J. F. Woodsworth, Principal of the Edmonton Indian 
Hesidential School regarding the econduet of Pupil No.0258. Lettie 
Rain, Age 14 years. I am informed by the Principal that this girl 
is very insulting to the feechers and Metren of the school, that 
she has a very bad influence on the other children and that recently 
she tried to get three other girls to run away from the sehool. 

Mr Woodsworth states that he has punished Lottie but that it has no 
effect and he has asked that she be expelleé from the school. 


Personally I am not in favor of the girl being 


expelled, in my opinion this form of punishment does not have the 
desired effeet upon an Indian, it only encourages other pupils to 
misbehave themselves hoping that they will be expelled from sehool 
for the same reason. I would recommend that Lottie Rain be placed 
in the Home of Sisters of Our Lady eof Charity Good Shepherd, I1409- 
96th Street, Sdmonton, Alberta., for ® period of four months from 
May Ist sntil September 30th 1944 then returned to the school, this 


would be more punishment than expelling her from sehool, as she 
would not be able to go home for the summer holidays, it would also 


be @ lesson to the other pupils ef the school. ‘he cost of skeeping 
her in the Home of the Good Shepherd would be $15.00 per month.

Ret Complaint Alkie Simon 


With reference to your letter of September 28th, in which 
you enclosed an extract from a letter supposedly written by one 
Alexis Simon, #114, Paul's Band, I beg to advise that a few days 
after I received your letter I hed the man into my office 4 had a 
talk with him, He said that he did not write the letter himself but 
thet the letter was the outcome of a meeting which several of the 
Indians had had on the reserve with some white man. 


I asked him if he had any specific charges to make against 
the doctor, but he had nothing definite, only generalities, He said 
however that some of the other Indians had complaints to make, so 
I told him that I would be at the reserve headquarters on October 12th 
& would be prepar d to listen to any complaints & for him to let the 
other Indians know that I would be there. 


When I got there in the morning, there were no Indians arownd 
& after waiting for a time I went around & visited several homes, in 
fact all the homes where there was anyone staying. I1 then came back 
to headquarters & found Alexie & Peter Burnetick waiting for me, but 
no others. i had a talk with them & they claimed that Dr.Conroy did 
not give the Indians enough attention and that they were not at all 
satisfied with the way he examined the sick & mentioned several cases 
where he had been neglectful & where the patients had died, but tiese 
were all old cases & nothing recent. While visiting at the different 
homes & enquiring after the sick, I found that in every case the 
Indians were not satisfied with the service they were getting. They 
seemed to think that if an Indian had a toothache, it was up to the 
doctor to come out there forty or forty five miles & do what was 
necessary. I explained to them that it would be ea whole lot easier 
for the Indian to go into Sdmonton

Silas Abraham Wesley (Nordege) 


It was his first time at a meeting like this. The old 
people found they couldn't get along on the Reserve and they 
had been living in Nordegg since the first white man between 60 
and 80 years. The boys were now growing up and trying to make 
a living for themselves. 


He said that there were some old people in Nordege and 
he wanted to get a permit for them to obtain extra rations. 


The Indians of Nordege wanted a school. 


He wanted an extension of the trapping season 80 
that they could get more fure At present he @ould only take 
five marten and he wanted to take 12. 


Mr. bin At this Point Mr. Allan interjected. He took 
Taham's points from the last first. 

He explained that the trapping regulations were 

made by the Province and he was surprised that the Indians were 

marten at all. If this was true Alberta 
was possibly t ly province in the Dominion allowing an open 
season on mart 

He advised Abraham t 
this regard and warned him to take only what he was allowed and 
to protect and see that the remainder of the marten were protected 
for the future of his own children as well as for the future 
of all trappers. 

He explained that at present the Dominion Government 
has a man employed full time in Alberta re-stocking Indian trap 
lines.

In Nordegg there were only 9 or 10 
ohildren of school age and the Indien Residential School at 
Edmonton was not filled at present. Therefore it was quite 
possible for the Nordege children to attend in Edmonton. 

But, he said, if a Reserve is established at ‘ordege 
the school and the youngsters are together. If the propblem of 
the Reserve is solved the problem of the school and the youngsters 
is also solved. So far it has been impossivie for the Depart- 
ment to make any arrangements with the provincial educat ional 
authorities - the Indians at Nordege were living inside a 
forest Reserve and the province would not permit any school 
facilities in that location and thereby establish precedent. 

In connection with the old people and the request 
for more rations Mr. Allan said that he would recommend to the

I was indeed glad to receive your 
letter of September 22n4 and particularly pleased to note 
that the son of my old friend, Bernard Thackeray, was en- 
gaged in missionary effort on one of our Indien reserves, 


You refer in your letter to conditions 
confronting you on the reserve at Saddle Lake end to ways and 


means whereby conditions might be improved. I feel confident 
that you will believe me when I say that these and a number of 
such problems have been engaging the attention of the officials 
here and my own personal attention almost continuously during 
the lest ten-year period. The advancement of the Indien pop- 
ulation, as I see it, demands a great deal of self-sacrifice 
on the part of those engaged in the edministretion of Indian 


Affaire and an abundance of patience on the part of our white 
citizens and Indians alike. 


You refer to the operation of Indian 
residential schools, We have, I may state, approximately 
$12,000,000.00 invested in these schools at the moment, and 
it ie not likely that this Government or any Government that 
might succeed it, will cease the operation of these schools at 
any time in the immediate future. I en hopeful, however, that 
residenti@ schools can become inereasingly more up-to-date, 
You refer to the half-day instruction given at such schools, 

In this Connection, you will be glad to learn that the period 
of instruction is being ereduelly extended, Indian @ay school 
pupils, on the other hand, owing to the irregulerity of attend- 
@nce and the Indian's lack of interest in education of any kind, 
seldom receive more actual instruction than residential school 
pupils ~ the average attendance per annum seldom exceeding 604, 
It is just possible, however, that the payment of femily allow- 
ances may help us to correct this condition,

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I have for acknowledgment your 
letter of October 17th, in which you refer to your 
interview with Mr. Staley and to the fact that con- 
ditions at the Edmonton Indian residential school are 
steadily improving.

I wae particularly interested 
in your reference to the jeep supplied by the depart- 
ment for the use of the Indian Agent and Farming In- 
structor, I have discussed this reference of yours 
with Inspector Gooderham, who is at this time visiting 
Ottawa. He has promised me that he will discuss the 
matter with the Agent immediately following his return 
to Alberta. 


The Government hes never eat any 
time accepted responsibility for missionary effort on Indian 
reserves. We believe that it is in the best interests of 
the Indians, the Churches engaged in such effort and citi- 
zens generally that missionary effort should be completely 
detached from Government regulations and, of course, from 
dictation by Government officials. The position of the 
Government in this respect is, I feel sure, fully understood 
by the Churches. Indian Agency equipment, therefore, has 
never at any time been placed at the disposal of men engaged 
in missionary work, and, if the Catholic missionary at Sad- 
@le Leke has had the use of the automobile or the jeep for 
Church work, this use is wholly irreguler and against depart- 
mental regulations, The Churches have always accepted a 
certain amount of responsibility for the recruiting of pup- 
ils on reserves and for their enrolment at residential schools,

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When recruiting actually takes place, however, on a reserve, 
the visiting of homes by the principal of the school or by 

the missionary on the reserve might well be undertaken in 
cooperation with the Indian Agent or the Farming Instructor. 
In such cases, the use of Agency equipment would, of course, 
be quite legitimate, I am anxious, however, that in this 
regard there should be no discrimination. The Government of 
Canada, theoretically and in fact, represents the people of 
Canada, including all creeds and classes, It is of the utmost 
importance and in the interest of the Churches themselves that 
4 spirit resulting in fair play and an equal opportunity should 
be in evidence on our reserves at all times.

On arrival the boys were found to be flenry Hunter, 
Ralph whétford, Billy whitford, and Francis ahsatonau, 
the latter being the boy with the frozen feet. On being 
questioned the boys stated that they were all from the 
Indian Residential school, three miles fast of st. 
Albert, They stated they ran away because they did not 
like being locked in at night. 


Appropriate First Aid was administered to ehsatenau's 
frosen feet and patrol returned with the four boys to the 
Dr. Camsell Indien Hospitel in Tdmonton, where Wahsatenau 
was turned over to Dr. Riopel for necessary treatment 
and hospitalization.

This will acknowledge receipfof your letier of VYebruury 4th 
regarding the report of the R.C.M.P. in connection with the running 
away of four boys from this school and would say that the circumstances 
were pretty much as reported. 


I would explain that January 19th wis a Sundey and the weather 
being fine, the boys were ali ou.side after lunch und their absence 
wes not noticed until suppertine. The other toys were questioned 
but they claimed that they did not know where the four boys were, and 
intimated that they might be around thex some of the barnes or in 
the pumphouse. These buildings were searched with no result and 
then one of the older boys voluntcered the information that just after 
lunch he had secn the four heading eastward and that they were ail 
wrapped up and it was his impression they were heade for home at 
Sadéle Lake. 


By this time it was seven o'clock and we immediately eot on 
the phone and called a number of the peo,le along the route the boys 
were likely to tr. vel, asking ihem if they had seen anything of them.

While we were engaged in this, a telephone came in from 
the Mounted Police in Edmonton, teiling us that they had a eail from 
a point Fast of Namao, telling them that four boys from tie Indian 
school hed stopped in there and that one of them had his to 8 frozen. 


Mr.Faunt, who answered the phone, told them that we had just 
been trying to locate the boys by phone and asked them if they would 
send a patrol out to bring the boys in, taking the boy with the frozen 
foot to the Indian Hospital and bringing the other three back here. 


He then telephoned the Hospital and ariangec for the inmediate 
care of the boy and when the police brought him in, he was eiven 
immediate attention. 


It was theught at one time that he might lose one of his 


toes, but this was not the case and in fact we are expecting his 
return to the school today, fully healed.

with referenoe to a request for the transfer of 
Betsy Lightning, No. 0686 from the Ermineskin 
School to the Fdmonton Residential school. 


As you are probebly eware, Hetsy Lightning 
was adwitted to the Frmineskin School in December, 
1939 and the epplication form was signed by her 
father ond stated thet she was ea Roman Catholic. 
The application form was approved by Indien Agent 
Lewis, who was in charge of the Hobbema Agency at 
thet time. It is noted thet the parents now request 
thet she be transferred to the Tdmonton Residential 
School which is under United Church auspices. 


At this time I feel it advisable to give 
a coneral statement concerning the epartment's 
ractice and indicating how our officers are guided 


when cases such as this arise. 


The compulsory education cleuses of the Inaise 
Act read in part: "No Protestant child shell be as- 
signed to a Roman Catholic school or a school conduct 
under Roman Catholic auspices, end no Roman Catholic 
child shall be assigned to e Protestant school or a 
school conducted under Protestant auspices." The i> 
tention of this section is that an Indien child shé 
attend a school conducted under the auspices of t!/ 
church with which the child and its parents are 
affiliated. The Department believes strict adher#@ 
to this rule is in the best interests of its war®* 
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Whenever there is doubt concerning the religion 
of an applicant for ssion to an Indien residential 
school, Indien agents ere instructed to make careful 
enquiries. The Department understands thet the chief 
deciding factors in the determination of the religion of 
a child of tender years are the religion and the wishes 
of the parents. When the parents are in disagreement, 
other then in British Colum the father, except in 
speciel circumstances, has the right to direct and 
regulate the religious education of his child. This 
right of the father is recognized even where the ohilé 
is illegitimate, except in Ontario; but, when the mother 
is the sole support of the child, her wishes are given 
some prominence, Further, the father's wishes concerning 
the religious education of his child are reco nized after 
his death; and, if he die without having left any 
direction as to the religion in which his child is to 
be educated, it is presumed that he intended the religious 
training to be in his own feith. In brief, when there 
ie disagreement, the Department respects the wishes of 
the father, unless there is some strong reason for dise 
regarding them. Of course, some consideration is given 
to the wishes of a widowed mother - in British Columbia 
her wishes are the deciding factor - and, in the case 
of an adopted child, to the wishes of the foster father. 
A guardian, appointed by the father, is given eyual 
rights with the widowed mother in this connection. Another 
deciding factor, particulerly in the event of e foster 
home, is the best interests of the child itself, 


In practice, if there is any doubt concerning the 
school a child should attend, the Department endeavours 
to ascertain the religion of the parents and the real 
wish of the fether. "e look for evidence concerning the 
bona fide neture of his wish, if he requests that his 
child be given an education under the auspices of a churoh 
to which he does not adhere. Because of subsequent 
difficulties, the Department is extremely reluctant to 
admit to a Protestant school a child of Roman Catholic 
parents, and similarly, a child of Protestant parents to 
@ Roman Catholic school. in extra-ordinary ca » when 
deperture from the usual practice is being considered, 
we not only ask for en effidavit from the father, but 
we insist upon ea few months’ consideration. Then, keeping 
in mind the best interests of the child, a decision is 
given, and the child must then attend the school selected. 
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The practice of transferring « child from one re« 
Sidential school to another for religious reasons would 
lead to endless applications for a change and would 
result in considerable difficulty. Further, a pupil 
thet has been resident in « school may have formed 
religious opinions and even convictions, and e dis- 
turbance of these might be untimely, 


In view of the fact thet this girl was a 
pupil at the Frmineskin School for approximately seven 
yeers, the Department feels that it would be in her 
best interests to remain in thet institution, You will 
note particularly, the following statements made in 
this letter - 


"The practice of transferring a child from one 
residential school to another for religious reasons 
would lead to endless applicetions for a change and 
would result in considerable difficulty, Further, 

& pupil thet has bien resident in a school y 
heave formed religious opinions and even convictions, 
and ea disturbance of these might be untimely." 


Reverend E.J. Staley, Principal of the Ha onton 
Residential School had no right at all to accept this 
girl as @ pupil, Indian Agents and Principals have 
been repeatedly advised when there is any doubt whate 
soever regerding the eligibility of a pupil to a 
residential school, either on account of religious or 
other reasons,such child should not be placed in any 
residential school until all the facts have been leid 
before the Department and our decision has been given, 
Reverend Mr. Staley apparently ignored our instructions 
in this regard. 


Our decision, therefore, is that Betsy Lightning 
should be returned to the Frmineskin Soehool and you 
should make the necessary arrangements for this transfer 
immediately. If you so desire, you can show this letter 
to the Reverend Principal of the Edmonten school.
